During August and the tint part o: 


September full Irrigation will increnei 
the quality of the crop and also th< 
quantity. Late irrigation, howfcver, li 
apt to produce beets of a low percent 
age of sugar. After the land is plowed 
in the fall it should be irrigated befor- 
winter acts in If water Is available. 


Sowing the seed with a drill and cnl 


tlvatinff to a depth of five or six inches 
are tbe main remedies against tbe dis 
advantages of irrigation. Thorough 
cultivation should be kept np until it is 
prevented by the glowing crop. In oth 
er words, cultivate until there is dan 
ger of injuring the leaves. 


Our contest acre was scant in hiimns 


nnd therefore did not retain the mois 
ture well. If it had not rained inime 
diately after planting, it would have 
been necessary to irrigate to secure a 
good stand. This first irrigation, how 
ever, must bo very late, so as uot to 
cool the underground too much. Irri 
gation water may be applied freelj 
dtiriug July. When the crop 1ms reach 
ed the standard in sugar—14 per cent- 
it is time for the skilled beet grower to 
look for and secure if possible a large 
tonnage by increasing the amount oi 
irrigation water to be applied, says a 
Utah corresponSent 
Farmer.
